In su ch ev ent, the widow g ets 
7 5 per cent of her deceased hu s- 
band’s primary benefit. Bu t u n­ 
less she has a disabled child in 
her care this pay m ent — which 
am ou nts to a m other’s rather 
than a widow’s benefit — stops 
when the y ou ng est child reaches 
18 . And she then can’t resu me 
collecting Social Secu rity checks 
u ntil she herself becomes 60 (and 
isn t m arried at the tim e). 
There s also a difference in the 
elig ibility ru les. A widow with a 
disabled child or one u nder 18 
m ay collect su rv iv ors’ 
benefits

When this is shattered, tragedy strikes. 
At best, the reso urces o f the elderly fo r 
the mo st part are pitifully small and that 
is why it is impo rtant no t o nly to them but 
to the co mmunity and the natio n that their 
sav ings be safeguarded fo r their o wn wel­ 
fare. 
Cro o ks and swindlers hav e o ther ideas. 
They hav e dev ised many way s to fleece 
the aged fo r their o wn enrichment while 
po sing as business men. 
The natio n’s 18 millio n elderly citizens 
are bilked o f hundreds o f millio ns o f do l­ 
lars each y ear by quacks and swindlers who 
prey o n their lo neliness, .fears, infirmities 
and financial desperatio n. 
The number o f Americans liv ing thro ugh 
the “ sunset y ears” after 6 5 is increasing 
steadily and no w represents abo ut IO per 
cent o f the to tal po pulatio n. 
Altho ugh mo st o f the natio n’s elderly 
citizens hav e meagre inco mes, many hav e 
nest eggs o f a few tho usand do llars which 
the co n men co nsider easy pickings. Co l­ 
lectiv ely , these life sav ings represent a rich 
haul. 
Wistful o lder peo ple are a natural and 
willing target fo r an ingenio us array o f 
frauds and swindles—fro m quack medi­ 
cines to uninhabitable ho mesite*, fro m 
shady matrimo nial agencies to funeral and 
cemetery schemes. 
The elderly are taken by glib sales pitches 
fo r 
sub-marginal 
land 
fo r 
retirement 
ho mes, risky inv estment situatio ns, ho me 
impro v ement gy ps, business o ppo rtunity 
rackets, misleading medical and ho spital 
insurance plans and wo rk-at-ho me schemes. 
A small band o f itinerant co n men co n­ 
stantly prey upo n the gullibility o f o lder 
peo ple. There is the gutter repairmen, the 
chimney repairmen, the ro o fing ex pert, the 
siding ex pert and the pro mo ter o f lightning 
pro tectio n dev ices that are no t o nly wo rth­ 
less but may be harmful. 
What can be do ne to thwart the co n 
men and quacks? 
The best adv ice is co mmo n sense rules: 
Beware o f “ miracle” cures. Take medi­ 
cal pro blems to y o ur phy sician. 
Beware o f the man who rings the do o r­ 
bell and say s he just happens to be in the 
neighbo rho o d with his ho me repair equip­ 
ment. Secure price quo tatio ns fro m lo cal 
firms o n all ho me repairs. 
Check “ amazing” bargain o ffers befo re 
any mo ney is spent o r any inv estment is 
made. 
Read and understand all written agree­ 
ments and co ntracts. Better still take them 
to y o ur lawy er. 
The Freeman fro m time to time has 
warned its readers to beware o f the tran­ 
sient merchants. These peo ple are here 
to day and away to mo rro w. Yo ur lo cal mer­ 
chants and tradesmen are in back o f ev ­ 
ery thing they do o r sell. Lo cal businesses 
o ffer better quality wo rk and merchandise 
and at as reaso nable prices as tho se o f 
o ther agencies. And the beneficial effect 
o f do ing business with lo cal peo ple, who 
stand in back o f their pro ducts o r their 
co ntract, sho uld be plain to ev ery o ne. 


SERVICEMEN, BEWARE 
Things nev er get so bad that so mebo dy 
do esn’t spo t a way to make a pro fit o ut 
o f it. 
A handful o f mail-o rder insurance co m­ 
panies are flo o ding recently inducted serv ­ 
icemen with applicatio ns o f po licies, re­ 
po rts William R. Mo rris, superintendent o f 
insurance fo r the state o f Ohio .
